SAN Jose, Aug. 20.—[Special.] 
When the convention assembled this 
morning it was clear that White held 
it in his hands, and could indorse 
himself by resolution or not, as he saw 
fit. His most intimate friends and ad- 
visers took in the situation and ad- 
vised him to withdraw his name af- 
ter the indorsement of his plan of 
electing Senators by the convention. 
Such a course would haye a twofold 
effect: First, it would prevent any 
soreness on the part of the minority, 
the friends of other aspirants; and 
second, it would stop the cry that 
White had carried the resolution by 
Buckley’s vote. For all practical po- 
litical purposes the agitation of the 
matter had placed Mr. White as fairly 
before the public as any indorsement 
by the convention could have done, 
but when he had finished his speech of 
witadrawal it was apparent that he had 
captured the convention, and could 
have carried the resolution almost 
unanimously. As an arraignment of 
the forces which were opposing him, 
his effort is unsurpassed in con- 
vention oratory. If delegates 
doubted his ability before they 
heard him, that doubt had vanished. 

After White had concluded, the con- 
vention proceeded to indorse the Dem- 
ocratic Senator and Congressmen with 
a heartiness that would have surprised 
the Republican Senator and his asso- 
Abtes, who were not only not indorsed, 


the Republican resolutions. The plat- 
‘i form, while one of the strongest and 
most explicit I have ever heard on the 
policy of a State, did not seem to 
arouse the hurrah that it deserved. 
In fact, the convention seemed to re- 
gard their own resolutions and plat- 
form as mere perfunctory bun combe. 
The nominating speeches are now be- 
ing made, but it is alleged that Pond 
and Del Valle will be the nominees for 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor.

Her officers 
say that the seized arms consisted of 
25 cases of Winchester rifles and 25 
cases of cartridges consigned to Aceta 
Jutta, Salvador. When the steamer 
arrived at San José de Guatemala the 
authorities boarded her ana threatened 
that if the arms were not given up, the 
steamer would not be allowed to sail. 
A compromise was effected by 
which the arms were to beputina 
lighter and transferred to the steamer 
City of Syduey to be returned to San 
Fraucisco. As the arms were put on 
board the lighter an armed Guatemala 
crew came off in a boat and made 
formal seizure of the lighter and its 
contents.

The Superintendent 
of the Census has just issued a bulletin 
on the production of pig iron inthe 
United States during the year ended

ing the year named, aggregated 9,579,- 
779 tons (2000 pounds to the ton,) as 
compared with 3,781,021 tous produced 
during the census year 1880, aud 2,052,- 
S2ltons during the census year of 
1870. It will begratifying to notice 
the great strides which the South- 
ern States have made in the 
manufacture of pig iron since 
1880; the total product in that year be- 
ing 350,346 tons as against 1,770,909 
tons in 1890. Developments in the 
manufacture of pig iron in the United 
States during the ten years from 1880 
to 1890 have been phenomenal and at 
the present rate of increase in the pro- 
duction of this country it is destined 
s00n to become the leading producer of 
pig iron in the world, possibly reaching 
— distinction in the calendar year

CHARGES AGAINST OFFICERS. 


The Usual Amount of Saloon Bus- 

Transfers Granted—Reso- 

lution by Mr. Dexter Fire 
Commissioners. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
met in the Mayor’s office yesterday 


in the chair and Commissioners Lewis 
and Dexter present, Mayor Hazard ha v- 
ing asked to be excused, as he had 
another meeting on hand. and Com- 
missioner Bryson being absent in 
attendance on the San José conven- 
tion.

A very popular subject for discussion 
mong the lawyers and bench of this 
ity is the question of the terms of 


as been brought up by the application 
t Judge Campbell of San Bernardino 
the Supreme Court for a writ of 
andamus to compel Gov.

ferred to, as they were elected under 
yea circumstances with Judge 

ampbell. In other words,the ques- 
tion which will be settled by the action 
of the Supreme Court is whether Judge 
Van Dyke and J udge Wade are to con- 
tinue in office four years longer or 
whether their successors must be 
chosen at the election this fall. 

The reason why Judge Campbell is 
solicitous about bis term, and is anx- 
ious to be put to the trouble of being 
elected over again (for he is confident 
he will be elected), is that if he con- 
tinues to hold through the rest of his 
present term he will receive only 
83000 a year, whereas if he is elected 
toa fresh term he will draw $4000 un- 
der a more recent law fixing the sala- 
ries of the judiciary of Superior 
Courts. 

In the session of 1888-9, the Legis- 
lature increased the number of judges 
in San Bernardino county from one to 
two, and Judge H. M. Willis was ap- 
1 to hold until an election should 

ave taken place. Judge Campbell 
was chosen at the election in the fall 
ot 1888, at the same time that Judges 
Wade and Van Dyke were elected, and 
went into office in January of 1889. He 
has now therefore served only two 
years of a full six years term. 

Judge Campbell maintains, however, 
and his view is also taken by a number 
of prominent attorneys in this city 
that the term for which he was electe 
was not an individual term of office for 
himself, but the general term of the 
Superior bench on which he sat. Thus 
his colleague, Judge Rowell, who is 
filling the unexpired term of Judge 
Gibson, elected in 1884 and taking 
office January, 1885, will hold only 
until next January. At this time the 
judges of the Superior Courts all over 

o State (except in San Francisco, 
where special provision is made by 
law) go out of office and their succes- 
sors elected this fall go in. Now the 
law under which Judges Hutton and 
O’Melveny were appointed and Judges 
Wade and Van Dyke wereelected as 
their successors, declares that the lat- 
ter shall serve for the term prescribed 
by the Constitution and by law.“ Section 

6, Article’6, of the Constitution reads 
‘as follows: If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of Judge of the Supreme 
Court the Governor shall appoint a 
person to hold the office until the elec- 
tion and qualification of a judge to fill 
the vacancy, which election shall take 
place at the next succeeding general 
election, and the judge so elected shall 
bold office for the remainder of the un- 
expired term.“ 

Those who hold to the view that 
Judges Wade and Van Dyke go out 
quote the instance in Mono county 
where a law passed providing for a 
judgeship under precisely similar cir- 
cumstances, contained an express pro- 
vision that he should serve for tour 
years, which brought his term just to 
the end of the general term of the 
Superior Beuch. But those who take 


the opposite view call attention to the 


fact that this law was afterward re- 
pealed. 

The matter turns on the question of 
whether a vacancy occurring through 
the creation of a new office is to be re- 
garded in the same light as any otber 
vacancy with regard to length of term. 
In support of the idea that it is to be 
so regarded the fact is quoted that by 
the Constitution the Governor cannot 
appoint to an elective office except in 
cause of vacancy, und he does appoint 
new judges. 

The two judges whose term of office 
is in question both hold to the view 
that there is nothing in the points 
made by Judge Campbell. 

Judge Wade said to a reporter of 
Tu Times yesterday: I understand 
that by the expression ‘term of office’ 
is meant the individual term of the 
‘officer, not the general term of the of- 
fice. There is no term tothe Superior 
Court, but there is a term for a judge 
ot that court. Before this term can 

in the particular office which the 
judge holds must be created, and he 
elected to fill it.“ 

It may be said that the, majority of 
the lawyers of the city ate inclined to 
the view of the judges and expect the 
Supreme Court to refuse the writ. It 
is stuted, although the authority is not 
known, that the Attorney General 
takes Judge Campbell’s view, but that 
the Governor will wait for the action 
of the Supreme Court.

A BOLD KIDNAPING CASE LAST 
NIGHT. 


A Mother Robbed of Her Infant 
Under Pecullar Circumstances 
—A Daring Scheme Suc- 
cessfully Carried Out. 


One of the boldest kidnaping cases 
that has come to light since the famous 
Crocker-Ashe affair, was reported at 
the Sheriff’s office last night at 9 
o’clock. 

The case was reported from No. 346 
Aliso street, the residence of Mrs. 
Pedro Arenas, and in a few minutes 
five or six deputy gheriffs were out, 
but up toa late hour they had not 
captured the baby thief. 


As the story goes, early yesterday 
morning a couple of cigar-makers from 
San Francisco, who gave their names 
as Manuel and Francisco Carmen vis- 
ited Mrs. Areuas’s house and asked for 
rooms. They visited the city once be- 
fore and called onthe same mission, 
but were told that there were no vacant 
rooms in the house, and when the same 
answer was given yesterday they ex- 
pressed a desire to become acquainted 
with the family, and the _ hospitable 
landlady, in true Spanish fashion in- 
vited them in, and they were introduced 
to the family and proceeded to 
make themselves at home. Both 
are experts on the guitar and 
they were soon on the best 
of terms with the female members of 
the household. The two men spent al- 
most the entire day visiting“ and 
made themselves as agreeable as pos- 
sible to a young grass widow, who ar- 
rived from New York only a few weeks 
ago, with a nine-months old baby. 

he young woman, who is a native of 
Spain, and is very pretty, has taken 
her maiden name and is known as 
Josephine Guiterrez. She was married 
about four years ago in Boston to Don 
Ricardo Martin, the son of a wealthy 
old Don of Spain. The result of this 
union is three children, and for a time 
the young couple lived happily together. 
But a change came over the husband 
a few months ago, and they moved to 
New York city, where the husband 
engaged in wild stock speculations. 
He lost money ri and left and con- 
sequently hea is handsome wife 
to such au exten t she decided to 
leave him. Her who was liv- 
ing in California, Gam seat for, and on 
the 18th of last Juus the couple con- 
sented to a separation. 

The husband was given the first two 
children and the mother took the 9- 
months-old baby. She and her father 
started with the little one for Los An- 

eles, and have been boarding at Mrs. 
renas’s. 

Before they left New York, however, 
the father of the infant swore that he 
would take possession of his infant 
son, and the mother now believes that 
the San Francisco cigar men were sent 
down here to steal her darling. 

The two cigar-makers visited the 
house again early last evening, and the 
family congregated on the front porch 
to entertain them. Shortly after 8 
o’clock one of the men left and all of 
the family, except a little 12-year-old 
girl, who was playing with the baby, 
and one of the cigar meu entered the 
house. 

The mother was in her room getting 
her wraps, when she heard the little 
girl call for help. Mrs. Martin and 
several other ladies who heard the 
child’s screams rushed to the front of 
the house in time to see the cigar man 
dashing up the street. The little girl 
told them as soon as she could control 
herself that the man grabbed the baby 
from her arms and made off as fast as 
he could run. 

The alarm was given as soon as 
possible and a dozen neighbors gave 
chase, but they failed to get sight of 
the man again, and it is believed that 
his companton was waitiog§jfor him 
with a carriage near by. The officers 
were then notified and men were sent 
to the depots and out on the train that 
left for San Francisco at 10:40, but up 
to alate hour last night nothing had 
been heard from the kidoapers. 

The baby is a beautiful little blue- 
eyed child, with dark brown hair and 
a dark complexion. 

The mother was almost insane last 
night, and as she is a delicate little 
woman, the chances are that her loss 
will prove fatal unless her babe is re- 
turned today. 

THE CHILD RECOVERED. 

LATER.—At a late hour last night, 
or rather an early hour this morping, 
Deputy Sheriffs Wray, Billy Cline 
and Aguirre recovered the child at a 
house near the San Fernando street 
depot, where it had been taken by the 
kidnappers. The fellow was taken in 
charge, and confessed that he had 
only been in the city a short time, and 
had been employed by the father to 
make way with the child. It was a 
clever capture, as, if the train had not 
been about three hours behind hand, 
they would probably have got away.

The Central Manager Refused to 
Submit Matters to Arbitration 
—The Company Must Man- 
age its Own Line.

New York, Aug. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Powderly and Devlin 
of thé Executive Board of the Kuights 
of Labor called on Webb this evening. 
Toucey was with Webb and the four 
gentiemen had an interview, which 
lasted twenty minutes. The offer of 
Powderly to submit the raatter to ar- 
bitration. Webb refused on the 
ground already presented; in other 
words he said the company was not 
Jumping on the Knights of Labor.“ 
They didn’t discharge the men because 
they were Knights of Labor, but for 
good reasons. Neither Depew nor 
Vanderbilt are opposed to Knights of 
Labor as an organization. Powderly 
once more urged that the matter be ar- 
bitrated, but Webb remained firm. Dev- 
lin asked Webb if he would consent 
to an investigation of the causes sur- 
rounding the discharge of fifteen men. 
Webb reiterated that there was noth- 
ing to investigate; that the company 
Was managing the road and he did 
not see why their action should be 
questioned. Devlin then asked him if 
he didn’t owe the public and employés 
of the road any duty regarding its 
management. in which all were more 
or less interested. Webb did not re 
ply. Devlin then said that there was 
no use in further discussing the matter 
as the railroad company had declared 
themselves in favor of an independent 
course. Toucey then said that Master 
Workman Lee was primarily responsi- 
bie for the strike. Devlin asked Mr. 
Toucey if he would waive the question 
of Lee’s action and consider the dis- 
charge of other men. Toucey and 
Webb retired and that ended the con- 
ference. 

Powderly and Devlin then withdrew 
without making any threats or in- 
timating what they intended to do

The late strike of compositors belong- 
ing to the Typographical Union in this 
city having ended in failure, and the 
men who abandoned good positions 
having now abundant leisure to review 
the situation, a little philosophical re- 
flection in the working of trades unions 
of the more extreme kind, may not be 
out of order. 

The Typographical Union is known, 
the country over, as one of the most 
thoroughly-organized and most vigor- 
ously-conducted of this class of associa- 
tions. But its very strength is 
now becoming its greatest weak- 
ness. The Typographical Union 
having at last obtained such all-but- 
absolute sway, and having re- 
mained master of the situation so long, 
bas become overbearing, arrogant and 
dictatorial. This is probably another 
exewmplification of the inherent weak- 
ness of human nature. It takes the 
strongest kind of a character to endure 
unbounded good fortune, and the most 
upright is liable to fall under the tempt- 
ations of unrestricted power. Had the 
employers instead of the employés 
formed themselves into an in- 
vincible organization and re- 
mained practical dictators of the 
situation all these years, the prob- 
abilities are that the compositors 
would now be smarting under a good 
Many wrongs aud oppressions. Aud 
since the typographers have managed 
to break down nearly all restrictions 
that have been proposed for them, it 
is but natural, after all, that their 
vaulting ambition should ‘‘o’erleap it- 
self and fall i’ the other side.“ 


The public, which has generally con- 
tented itself with unfolding and reading 
the crisp newspaper dropped at its door, 
without wasting brain tissue iu specu- 
lation as to how that paper came into 
existence, has little idea of the relations 
existing between publishers and their 
employés. And it is a notable 
fact that, while newspapers exer- 
cise considerable freedom in the 
discussion of other people's bust 
ness, they are yery conservative in 
holding up to public view the real inner 
workings of their own establishments. 

But on occasions like that which has 
just transpired, when the unpleasant- 
ness in the newspaper family asserts 
itself over all hope of suppression, and 
fairly thrusts itself into the divorce 
courts, so to speak—then there is a 
chance for a good honest view behind | 
the scenes. 


We have stated that the Typograph- 
ical Union has become exacting and 
dictatorial. Those who noted the 
attitude of the printers atthe out- 
set of the recent controversy in not 
only refusing to consider the question 
of a reasonable reduction in price of 
composition, but in coming back > 
an Indian-war-club 
@ year’s contract at ai 
rates—said contract, ready a 
to be signed within twenty-four — 
after its submission — have formed some 
idea of the arbitrary methods in vogue 
with this organization, But doubtless 
they will be surprised to learn that un- 
der the rule of the union, the employers 
have neither the right to hire nor dis- 
charge their own type-setters, That 
function is entirely delegated to the 
foreman. Itis true the foreman him- 
self is hired directly by the office, but 
it is necessary to take him from the 
ranks of the union, and be can in no 
sense stand as an unbiased arbiter be- 
tweenthetwo interests. Thus itcomes 
about that the compositors virtually 
hire themselves. They also fix their 
own time for beginning and quitting 
labor. Several months ago it was the 
rule for the printers in Tue Times 
office, (as in other union offices in the 
city), to begin composition at 8 p. m., 
and even at 6 or 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, when the exigencies of a rush“ 
required it. One day word was sent 
around that the bour of beginning com- 
position had been changed to 9 o’clock 

m. ‘This was the work of the 
union, without so much as asking the 
opinion of a newspaper mabuager or 
owner. The change might possibly 
have been approved by the proprietors, 
but they were not even given a chance 
to express their wishes in the matter. 

The union uot only atranges for em- 
ploying its own members and {fixes 
their hours of labor, but it also regu- 
lates, without any consultation with 
the proprietors, the compensation 
which is to be paid their men, and 

rovides elaborate schedules of the 


inds of matter which shall be charged, 


for as price-and-a-quarter, price-and-a- 
half, double-price, and so forth, to- 
gether with other rules governing the 
composing room. Some of these tech- 
nical requirements are utterly lacking 
in equity, and for that reason prove 
most harassing to publishers. his, 
it may be, ndt.by reason of the magni- 
tude of the exactions, but because pub- 
lishers find that they are, bound in 
the iron grasp of the union, and a pro- 
test would do no good. It is the chain 
of newspaper slavery that galls. 


The fine Italian hand of the union, 
in-fixing prices, is never more adept 
than when it establishes rates on work 
not performed. For example, during 
boom days THe Times had an order to 


ublish a real estate map accompany- 
ng ao advertisement. in- 
geniously constructed of type, brass 


rules, leads, quadrats and plaster of 
paris, had been set in the job office and 
of course had been paid for there at 
the established rates—and high rates, 

too. It could not have been con- 
_ structed in the newspaper compos- 
ing room, because the requisite mate- 
rials were not there,and if they had 
been, there were not the men on the 
force with the special skill required 
to put it together. But, when it came 
to inserting this map in the newspaper 
form, the concern was obliged to pay the 
price of composition ayain, just the same 
as it it had all been set anew. The 
money thus deliberately extorted from 
the olllee, according to the rules of the 
union, went into the chapel fund“ 
and was divided among the printers of 
the office. 

Again, it happened one day that, as 
the Mirror forms were going to 
press, one of them was dropped down 
the elevator shaft to the  base- 
ment and hopelessly pied.“ It 
was necessary to get the 
remaining forms to press, and there 
was neither type in the office nor time 
to set the page over again. In bis di- 
lemma the business manager cast about 
tosee whathe could do. He discov- 
ered alarge electrotyped map which 
would about fill out the page, and 

which would have answered, with an 
apology, to tide over the difficulty. 

But N can’t do that,“ said the

measure it all up as solid nonpareil, 
double price, and make you 
That map would cost you about 990.“ 
The map was not put in. Thou h 
the printers hardened their hearts in 
the face of such a catastrophe, the 
Lord provided, somehow. 

Following the same rule, the local 
union decided at one time XI all pio- 
tures inserted in daily A rs should 
be measured up and or the same 
as if the space occup ed had been set 
by them in solid type. It was not dis- 
puted that the office paid its artist d 
stereotyper for making these pictures, 
nor that the foreman hired by the office 
had placed them in the forma, so that 
they were absolutely nolaboror trouble 
to the printers. But the printers were 
about to claim compensation just the 
same, when Tne Times made such a 
vigorous protest that, after tho ‘district 
organizer had been sent for, thedemand 
was waived, Since the precipitation of 
the late strike it has been cited as a great 
piece of condescension on the part of 
the union, at that time, that it waived 
this demand; in other words, that the 
printers kindly forebore to charge us 
for work which they did not perform 

The whole policy of the union seems 
to be based on the idea that there is a 
certain space in the newspapers to be 
filled daily with freshly-settype, which 
space — by rigut to them and 
must pay them a fixed revenue. They 
allow the proprietors to furnish them a 
place in which to work, materials to 
work with and copy to "work on, and 
they require a certain formality — 
weekly payments; but as to the res 
they regulate it to suit themselves. if 
the proprietors become restive under 
high prices and hard times, and seek 
to economize hy filling a part of the 
space with plate matter, the union 
says: “Stop it, or we wil strike.” If 
there is any back talk about paying 
for price-and-a-half or doubled-price 
matter, the ready answer comes: Pay 
it or we strike.“ If owners seek to 
reduce expenses by lowering the boo 
price of composition, they are imm 
diately confronted by a strike. 

Thus the publishers are constantly 
menaced. Under range of this terri- 
fying blunderbuss—a strike—they are 
literally “held up’’ and victimized. 
As for Tune Times, it has taken this 
stand-and-deliver treatment as long as 
it has either patience or fortitude to 
endure the ordeal. Liberty or death 
is now on the bill of fare. 
We have nofear of the latter; and 
the former is our birthright, 


But if the Typographical Union is 
exacting and overbearing as regards 
newspaper establishments, what shall 
be said of the rod of iron with which it 
rules its own members!’ We have 
no hesitation in declaring’ that 

alarge proportion of the more con- 
servative and steady members of the 
union—the men with fixed hab- 
itations and with families to support 
—are kept in the organization simply 
from a sense of fear. They know that, 
if they venture to assert their indepen- 
dence, they will be confronted by a lot 
of fierce despots, ready totear them 
limb: from limb.

But the job-printing estab- 
lishment is by no means a vital part of 
the newspaper concern. In times like 
these work is very light, and only a 
few printers find occupation in the job 
composing room. Work might have 
men entirely suspended in this line 


‘without inflicting an ihconvenience, 


much less a hardship, on THE TIMES 
newspaper. But for the men who 
earn a living for themselves 
and families a stoppage of work 
means a most serious matter. Under 
such circumstances, the union ordered 
the men to quit work and surrender 
their positions. One of the men or- 
dered out had been with the office 
eight years.. Neither he nor his fel- 
lows had a word of complaint to offer 
as to their treatment by the concern, 
nor as to wages. They did not 
want to quit work, and begged 
hard of the wunion’s executive 
committee to revoke its order and 
allow them to continue. But the com- 
mittee was inexorable. According to 
the rules of the International Typo- 
graphical Union a strike in the job 
office was not mandatory—only op- 
tional. But the strike was ordered, and 
the heavy hand of punishment fell, not 
on THE TiMEs, but on the men ‘who 
had the misfortune to be slaves of the 
union. 

The job- printing office was reopened 
last Monday morning and is now run- 
ning as though nothing had happened 
to disturb its equanimity. But what 
of the men who have been deprived of 
oe means of supporting their fam- 

es? 


There is even a touch of tragedy in 
the situation if we refer back 4 few 
days. Among those who walked out 
of the Herald office at the command of 
the union was a German age 
a widower—who.was earnin 
man at the cas@ a living for bis we 
motherless children. He had been 
buffeted by the world and doubtless 
felt sore and despondent. Does any- 
body suppose that when the order 
came from the union to quit work he 


accepted it willingly? Certainly 
not! He only sought au 
opportunity to work and gsup- 


port himself aud his children. Even 
at a reduction of five or ten cents on 
the thousand ems de could 
have done this. A few less 
cigars or glasses of beer—a shorten- 
ing of his own expenses where he could 
have denied himself, would have made 
the difference. But this privilege to 
work was denied him by his fellow- 
craftsmen, and when he walked out of 
that printing office he left hope behind. 

The end is well known. A day or two 
afterwards somebody heard asplash at 
the end of the Santa Monica wharf. 

Before long a hat came floating in, and 
by and by a body was discovered in 
the surf. On the corpse, in a vest 
pocket, were found a composing-rule 
and a nickel. The two motherless 
children are now fatherless as well. 

Write it down as so much more misery 
due to the tyrauny of the union! 


No, the Typographical Union of

‘They have 
their constitution and ewe, their 
rules and regulations, and the organi- 
zation is as much a trades-union as its 
rival; but it does not attempt to pre- 
scribe what a newspaper office shall do, 
nolensvolens. All differences between 
publishers and printers are settied by 
arbitration in the office directly con- 
cerned. The Fraternity is already 
well established and well liked by em- 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, 
leveland, New Orleans, Chattanooga, 
San Diego. Santa Barbara, Nashville,

phia, Pa., and at other smaller cities, 
and is rapidly spreading through the 
West. It is a mistake to cali these 
men by opprobrious epithets, and try to 
make it appear that they are age 
the standard of labor. They 
really raising and dignifying it ~ their 
just and equitablecourse.

pers % to these men the highest prices, 
the week and the piece, that 
are * in this city on morning papers; 
and these prices average 121 per cent, 
more than prices * union printers 
at work on the local evening paper. 

‘A body of honorable men at work 
for remunerative wages and following 
a consistent and upright course will be 
received by this community as they 
deserve, and placed ona higher plane 
than a set of reckiess men who resort 
to personal abuse and vituperation 
to carry their cause, and who try to 
engineer that un-American and 
wholly equivocal expedient, a boycott.

Weadd one more pertinent truth: 
Let the public beware of misrepre- 
sentations and bear in mind this fact, 
viz: thatthe late strikers, the Typo- 
graphical Union printers, were not dis- 
charged from the office of Tur Times, 
but locked themselves out, and for no suffi- 
cient cause.

When a Flour Mill Is Afire. 


John Lindsay, chief of the fire department, 
“the department is satisfied to save the 
adjacent property. There is nothing out- 
side of a powder mill or a paint shop that 
is as combustible as a flour mill. 1 have 
heard a great deal about thé explosive na- 
ture of flour dust, but I know nothing on 
the subject. My own idea of the reasons 
why a flour mill burns like a bonfire is that 
it is buigt of wood in the first place, and 
that every part is connected by conveyers, 
flues, elevators, etc. Start a fire in any 
portion of a mill and within five minutes 
the whole structure is in flames. The de- 
partment never did save but one mill. In 
that case the fire commenced on an upper 
‘floor and we kept it there.“ —St. Louis
